AKONO G. OLANTUNJI writes from Maximum 
Control Complex, Westville, IN: “[In] answer to 
your question [as to] why | consider myself a 
political prisoner--This is due primarily to my 
adoption of The Malcolm X Grassroots Move- 
ment’s definition of P.P.’/POWs, not only are 
those persons arrested, framed up and other- 
wise imprisoned because of relatively peaceful 
political activity against the oppressive condi- 
tions of our people considered political prison- 
ers but also those politically unconscious peo- 
ple locked up for committing social crimes, who 
become politically conscious while incarcerated 
and likewise begin educating, agitating and or- 
ganizing. We know these persons are sub- 
jected to extreme persecution, from being 
given added jail/prison time, to beatings, to 
being shipped off to the nearest breaking 
house (control units).” *** “My situation in 
terms of my P.P. status stems from the latter 
criteria. | was not arrested for any political rea- 
sons but rather for rape, a crime for which | 


maintain my innocence. Nevertheless, | was 
tried, convicted and sentenced to 46 years.” 
*** “For as long as | can remember I’ve always 
resisted the neo-colonial ideology. However, it 
wasn’t until 1989 that | met Kalonji Jihad and 
began my conscious development. Since that 
time my involvement in struggle has been 
endless. From waging successful demonstra- 
tions against the prison administration and ul- 
timately the entire DOC, to establishing a suc- 
cessful afrocentric political science class. But 
what | am most proud of, aside from my own 
transition, is the Temple of Afrikan National 
Colonial Liberation (TANCL) an organization | 
founded in 1993. This formation is designed to 
galvanize and politicize that element of the 
proletariat from which | hail (i.e. Street Nations, 
street element, gangs, etc.). | am of the belief 
that had it not been for Bro Jihad’s uncanny 
ability to relate to me and others like me at the 
start of my transition | would have not accepted 
what | know today to be fundamental to my/our 
existence as a people.” *** “I recently read an 
interview you did w/Comrade Acoli--most im-

The County D.A. re- 
fused to prosecute...Now the federal authori- 
ties have taken over the prosecution of 10 Mi- 
chael guards. | never thought I’d be glad to 
see the Feds ride in...” *** “The real death 
kkkamp has been Terreil Prison just outside 
Livingston, TX...Prisoners were terrorized by 
guards who attacked them sporadically for 
seven hours....” *** “George Bush Jr., the new 
governor, has promised to make the prisons 
miserable...The legislature has cut our gate 
money down from $200 to $50...Legislation 
has passed that says that once you lose your 
good time you can never get it back...

Most do not have tu- 
berculosis nor have taken TB medication. 
Prisoncrats enforced sanctions, no out- 
side/inside recreation, no visits, no telephone 
calls, no shower everyday, no law library satel- 
lite, no library book cart, and no food served on 
food trays (only sacks).” *** “Ventilation sys- 
tem has a gas smell that gives me headache 
and caused severe pain in my lungs.” *** “De 
only prisoners left on tuberculosis quarantine 
are Williams, Jones Bey, Isby, Abdul and my- 
self. Prisoncrats are intentionally giving con- 
scious prisoners tuberculosis.” *** “Flight de 
power.” *** “Love to all POW’s, P.P.’s, right- 
eous oppressed people.”

“In its policy of being tough 
on crime the state legislature took our 5 free 
letters a week as well as our 10% discount at 
the store. And to show how tough he is the 
new governor signed a ‘death bill’ for the state 
and proposed that state prisoners now pay 
$1.00 per week for room and board -- we earn 
about $5.00 a week.” *** “I shared this strictly 
to give you guys some idea of the changes oc- 
curring in this state, let along all the budget 
cuts here and in the US Congress...| know the 
conditions of confinement are far worse for 
some of us than for others; my little observa- 
tions are insignificant by comparison.” ***

1 plantation, Hunts(down niggahs)ville, TX: 
“For Standing Deer and the rest of the A.M. 31 
crew | send our clenched fist salute and hope 
that you are both well.” *** “[l am] right down 
the hall from ‘Death Row.’ There is an eerie 
presence that permeates this plantation be- 
cause of Death Row. It is almost as if it drains 
all the life-spirit out of a lot of these slaves. 
They just move around here like zombies...Not 
even on Death Row and a lot of these dudes 
are dead already.” *** My post-conviction 
write-up is still pending. | just finished typing up 
my Proposed Findings of Facts and Order. The 
sentencing court will then make its recommen- 
dation and forward it all to the Texas Court of 
Criminal Appeals who will then make a ruling.

But, this is the en- 
emy’s court...” *** “I was just interviewed by 
the unit parole counselor.

He has sold his soul to escape 
the SHU....No one could tell us how much in- 
formation a prisoner has to give before the 
‘debriefing’ is over and the prisoner is released 
out of Pelican Bay. None of the men we talked 
with had debriefed, to our knowledge, and 
when someone does, he disappears without 
even returning to his cell to pick up his be- 
longs....”

A newsletter from the LEONARD PELTIER 
Defense Committee reports: “Several months 
ago, Attorney General Janet Reno rescinded 
the old guidelines for the release of information 
requested under FOIA (Freedom of Information 
Act). Under the new guidelines information 
shall be much easier to secure.... The FBI has 
refused to deliver the radio communications 
between agents Williams and Coler during the 
shoot-out which would establish without doubt 
what vehicle they were pursuing that early af- 
ternoon of June 26, 1975. They claimed confi- 
dential iinformant. There was no informant. 
These were radio communications! Under the 
new guidelines this sort of illegal activity should 
be minimized. ...[We have filed a new FOIA 
request...] The general feeling is that we may 
have to fight the FBI in court again, but under 
the new guidelines they have no chance of 
winning provided we can pay legal and court 
fees.”
